Surfacing 
work will 
cause road 
disruption 

DRIVERS will face diver¬ 
sions and disruption as road 
works and closures start on 
a busy high street in the 
Black Country. 

Resurfacing work on 
Quarry bank High Street 
will begin at the end of this 
month and will last for two 
weeks. 

Work on the A4100 will 
take place between the 
roundabout at Park Road 
and the Dudley borough 
boundary at Cradley Forge 
and will include the installa¬ 
tion of a new 20mph zone in 
the vicinity of Quarry Bank 
Primary School. 

Busiest 

It will begin on July 28 
and motorists travelling to¬ 
wards Merry Hill and Brier- 
ley Hill will face disruption 
as the road will be closed on 
weekdays between 9.30am 
and 3.30pm. 

The road will be kept 
open to traffic coming from 
Merry Hill and Brierley Hill 
heading towards Cradley. 

A full overnight closure 
is also planned for August 1 
when a section of the road, 
from the roundabout at 
Park Road to Queen Street, 
will be laid overnight. 

Transport boss Councillor 
Khurshid Ahmed said: “It is 
one of the busiest roads in 
the borough but it needs re¬ 
surfacing and the disruption 
will be worth it in the en d.” 

Temporary 
crime role 

A TEMPORARY police and 
crime commissioner for the 
West Midlands has been ap¬ 
pointed in the wake of the 
death of Bob Jones, amid 
criticism of a by-election 
being tabled in just over a 
month. 

Labour’s Yvonne Mos¬ 
quito, deputy PCC, was for¬ 
mally appointed to take the 
reins until a by-election on 
August 21 but she will not 
take the role permanently 
as Labour ‘s candidate for 
the role is former Solihull 
councillor and Plymouth 
MP David Jamieson. 


CHANCELLOR'S 
HOSPITAL VOW 


CHANCELLOR George Osborne has 
pledged investment in Rowley Regis 
Hospital despite also giving the green 
light to a £353 million ‘super hospital’ 
for the Black Country. 

Rowley Regis Hospital will see its role in pro¬ 
viding non-acute community care expanded. 

The announcement came as the Chancellor visited Row- 


ley Regis Hospital, part of 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust. 

Meanwhile, the 670-bed 
acute Midland Metropoli¬ 
tan Hospital in Grove Lane, 
Smethwick, has been on the 
cards for a decade. 

It has been hit by delays 
amid a shake-up of the con¬ 
troversial private finance 
initiative, which funds new 
buildings but mounts up 
debts over many years. 

Treasury 

The hospital is due to take 
up 16 acres on Grove Lane 
but a further 31 acres of 
land between Grove Lane, 
Cranford Street, Heath 
Street and Dugdale Street is 
to be transformed and filled 
with business and housing 
schemes. 

On Monday it was an¬ 
nounced that the Treasury 
is providing £100m to the 
scheme, with the rest raised 
from private investment. 

Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis MP James Morris 
wrote to the Chancellor in 
2012 asking for the Treas¬ 
ury to back the new hospi¬ 
tal. 

Mr Osborne said: “This 
ambitious package will en¬ 
sure that patients across 
the West Midlands continue 
to benefit from access to 
world-class acute treatment 
and cutting-edge facilities. 

“It is because of the diffi¬ 
cult decisions we have taken 
as a Government that we

have been able to protect 
healthcare spending, and 
announce new facilities. 

“The hospital is going to 
be a fantastic addition to the 
community and will meet 
needs for decades to come.” 

The Chancellor said the 
announcement showed a 
dramatic turnaround in the 
fortunes of Rowley Regis 
Hospital, which had been 
under threat but will now 
see its role in providing com¬ 
munity care increased. 

Mr Osborne continued: 
“We will invest in hospitals 
like Rowley Regis here. This 
is proof that we are commit¬ 
ted to the NHS and that we 
have a long-term economic 
plan which makes invest¬ 
ment like this possible. 
Four years ago this hospital 
was facing the closure of its 
wards. Now we have wards 
open and staff are really ex¬ 
cited about the future.” 

Construction of the new 
hospital is expected to start 
in 2016 and be completed by 
2018-19. 

Richard Samuda, Chair¬ 
man of Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals 
said: “The Chancellor’s 
announcement at Rowley 
Regis Hospital reinforces 
our strategy of local care for 
long term conditions and a 
single specialist acute centre 
at the Midland Met.”

Brook goes 
on camera 
for flood 
warning 

A CAMERA system has 
been installed at a flooding 
hotspot to warn residents of 
rising water levels. 

The Environment Agency 
has positioned CCTV cam¬ 
eras and sensors in the Illey 
Brook in Halesowen. 

The £2,875 system will 
monitor water levels and 
alert residents at risk 
through an automated 
phone call. 

People can also follow the 
camera observations via so¬ 
cial media app Twitter. 

The investment follows 
resident’s fears over flood¬ 
ing. In 2008, water from 
the brook swamped homes 
in Woodman Road, Hales- 
mere Way and Honeybourne 
Road. 

Environment Agency 
project manager Jamie 
Sarginson said: “Both the 
Environment Agency and 
Dudley Metropolitan Bor¬ 
ough Council have been 
working closely with the 
Illey Brook Flood Commit¬ 
tee to investigate ways to 
make the community more 
flood resilient - and this 
new camera goes a long way 
to achieving that goal.” 

Images will also be on a 
website run by Vision Link, 
which created the system. 

Residents were told

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Jail for burglar with appalling record 


A PROLIFIC burglar who stole jew¬ 
ellery and cash from a pensioner 
has been jailed for three-and-a-half 
years. 

Paul Mainwood, aged 35, of Har¬ 
old Road, Rowley Regis, admitted 
his part in a distraction burglary 
at a house in Sandon near Stafford. 
The haul included an 83-year-old’s 
engagement ring, a gold locket, sov¬ 
ereign chain, and around £40 cash. 


Miss Heather Chamberlin told 
Stafford Crown Court that the 
elderly woman had been garden¬ 
ing when the defendant asked her 
about a dog. 

“She then saw that the front door 
was open, went upstairs and found 
that the drawers of a bedside cabi¬ 
net were on the floor and contents 
emptied on the floor. Missing was 
some very sentimental jewellery.” 


The victim noticed a mark on the 
wall and after swabbing it police 
found traces of Mainwood’s DNA. 

At first Mainwood denied being 
involved but later pleaded guilty 
claiming to have been part of a 
distraction and giving gloves to an 
accomplice who then entered the 
woman’s house. The c offence took 
place just months after the defend¬ 
ant had been released from prison. 


He had 13 convictions for house 
burglaries. 

Sentencing Mainwood, Recorder 
Ed Pepperall took into account 
five other offences and said: “I am 
told you are remorseful and talked 
about rehabilitation. I am afraid I 
take that with a huge pinch of salt. I 
see no evidence in your appalling re¬ 
cord to suggest any remorsefulness 
is genuine ”

More than 
100 theft 
reports on 
railways 

MORE than 110 thefts of 
passenger property were 
reported at railways in the 
Black Country and parts of 
Staffordshire over the past 
18 months, new figures 
show. 

A total of 112 thefts were 
reported to British Trans¬ 
port Police in 18 months. 

Around 82 of these took 
place in 2013, with a further 
32 in the first six months of 
this year. 

They were reported on 
trains in what is known as 
the Wolverhampton sector, 
which has stations including 
Bloxwich, Tipton, Wolver¬ 
hampton, Coseley, Hednes- 
ford and Stafford. 

British Transport Police 
are currently running Op¬ 
eration Magnum in a bid to 
crackdown on the problem 
and to encourage people to 
keep their valuables safe. 

It was launched last year 
following a 16 per cent rise 
in thefts at stations and on 
trains across Britain. 

But police say the oper¬ 
ation is already having an 
impact with theft figures on 
track to be lower this year. 

Brian Price, spokesman 
for British Transport Police, 
said: “We take all incidents 
seriously. Thieves operating 
on the rail network should 
know that they will be 
caught and dealt with.” 

Police plea 
after death 

A MOTORCYCLIST has 
died days after being seri¬ 
ously injured in a crash. 

Ashley Sylvester was in¬ 
volved in a collision with a 
silver BMW on New Street 
at the junction with Manor 
Road in Wordsley on July 5. 

The 20-year-old from 
Wordsley was taken to 
hospital but died four days 
later. 

Sergeant Neil Higgins 
said: “A young man has 
tragically lost his life and 
we are trying to understand 
how that happened . Anyone 
who witnessed the collision 
and has not already spoken 
to police can contact 101.” 

A female first 

A NEW chief prosecutor has 
been appointed for the West 
Midlands. 

Grace Ononiwu OBE will 
take over from Harry Ire¬ 
land, who has retired. She 
will become the first female 
chief crown prosecutor and 
first from an ethnic minor¬ 
ity community. 


Extra car spaces at college sports pavilion 


A new £390,000 sports pavilion is to be 
built after a college agreed to increase the 
number of car parking spaces, following 
concerns from residents. 

King Edward VI College in Stourbridge 
submitted plans for the pavilion at Green 
Fields, in Swinford Road, to replace an out¬ 
dated facility at the site. 

Dudley Council officers recommended the 
scheme be approved but members delayed 
making a decision to allow more time to 
consider car parking. 


College bosses had intended for there to 
be a 12-space park next to the new pavilion 
but residents feared that was not enough 
with vehicles already parked along both 
sides of Swinford Road and on pavements. 

The car park had now been increased to 
24 spaces. It is the second time the number 
of parking spaces has been increased with 
only six planned originally. 

Officials said plans for the pavilion had 
now been approved under delegated pow¬ 
ers. As part of the scheme, the college will 


demolish the existing pavilion with the 
new facility offering improved facilities and 
slightly larger floor space. 

The new building will include four team 
changing rooms, each with a shower room 
and toilets. In addition there will be a class¬ 
room, a small kitchen and a sheltered social 
area for spectators. The plan has been made 
possible thanks to grants from Sport Eng¬ 
land and Stourbridge Football Club. 

In a supporting document, agent Steve 
Wells Associates said the existing pavilion 


no longer met Sport England demands and 
was close to breaching health and safety 
and child protection requirements. 

Residents said that over the past 18 
months there had been an increase in use at 
the site on Saturdays and Sundays, which 
had resulted in cars often being parked 
‘bumper to bumper’. 

The pavilion is not only used by the col¬ 
lege but also for matches and training by 
teams of both Stourbridge FC and Stour¬ 
bridge Cricket Club. 


Children's centre jobs 
are under threat again 


MORE jobs are at risk of redundancy as part 
of a shake-up of children’s centres across 
Dudley, it has been announced. 

It comes after the council made a U-turn on plans 
to close seven of the borough’s 20 centres, after the 
proposals sparked outrage from parents and coun¬ 
cillors. 

At the time, Dudley Council said all centres would re¬ 


main open for the foresee¬ 
able future but it would 
need to look at other ways 
to make savings due to pres¬ 
sure on the children’s ser¬ 
vices budget. 

But the council has re¬ 
vealed 19 jobs have been 
identified as at risk of re¬ 
dundancy, which includes 
nine management positions 
which already been cut. 

The borough’s education 
chief Tim Crumpton said: 
“We have 20 children’s 
centres in the borough and 
employ 226 staff. Following 
extensive public consulta¬ 
tion we have committed to 
keeping all 20 centres open 
and remodel the service. 

“Sadly, we identified 19 
positions at risk of redun¬ 
dancy. Of these, some have 
since left the service of their 
own choice and we are con¬ 
tinuing to work with the 
other employees following 
council procedures.” 

The process is expected 
to be completed by the end 
of August. As part of the 
shake-up, five main centres 
have retained services while 
others have had their hours 
slashed and number of ser¬ 
vices cut as a result.

The management of the 
centres has been merged 
into five ‘cluster’ centres, 
Brierley Hill, Dudley Cen¬ 
tral, Dudley North, Hale¬ 
sowen and Stourbridge. The 
number of management 
positions has been reduced 
from 14 to five. 

Thousands protested 
against the closure plans 
which the council had hoped 
would save £2.3 million over 
the next three years to help 
meet a £30m shortfall. 

Parents,councillors and 
MPs campaigned to protect 
them from closure, say¬ 
ing they were a vital part 
of communities. They ar¬ 
gued the centres provide 
an important lifeline and 
a support network for new 
parents. 

Hundreds of people re¬ 
sponded to a council con¬ 
sultation and many raised 
petitions calling for the 
council to re-think its deci¬ 
sion. 

More than 15,000 chil¬ 
dren have access to the cen¬ 
tres.

Company rep jailed 
on ElOOk phone theft 


A COMPANY rep swindled his Halesow¬ 
en bosses out of £100,000 with orders for 
phones from fictitious firms, a court was told. 

Stephen Charles Clark bought hundreds of phones using 
cash from the accounts of facilities firm EBC Group Hale¬ 
sowen, where he worked for three years, before forwarding 
them to businesses he had set up or were run by friends. 

Southwark Crown Court heard that Clark operated the 
con between October 2012 and June 2013 before bosses 


became suspicious over bills 
from network providers for 
phones they had never set 
eyes on. 

Seized 

The West Midlands Re¬ 
gional Fraud Team probed 
the business books and 
found the 42-year-old had 
pocketed around £100,000 
from selling on the phones. 
When Metropolitan Police 
officers - interested in 
Clark as part of a separate 
case - seized his car they 
found more than £200,000 
hidden in the boot. 

Clark went on to admit 
three counts of theft, for 
which he was jailed for 12 
months, and was found 
guilty of money laundering 
relating to the cash haul for 
which he will spend 15 more 
months behind bars. 

Investigating officer De¬ 
tective Constable Alistair 
Gadd, said: “Clark has left 
a black hole in the accounts 
of his former employer but a 
Proceeds of Crime Act appli¬ 
cation is under way to seize

assets we can prove were 
funded through criminal 
means. None of the phones 
have been recovered. They 
were quickly sold on with 
Clark pocketing the cash 
— whilst the money laun¬ 
dering was linked to a Met 
Police drug distribution in¬ 
quiry. 

“Clark’s career is in ruins 
and we’ll be pushing hard to 
recover every penny of the 
money he swindled from the 
company.” 

Clark, from Saxons 
Meadow, Hartlebury, 
Worcestershire, was jailed 
when he appeared at South¬ 
wark Crown Court, London, 
on 26 June. 

The West Midlands 
Regional Fraud Team, 
consisting of six West Mid¬ 
lands Police officers, was 
established last November 
and aims to disrupt crime 
networks by probing the 
finances of suspected crim¬ 
inals. 


Mother backs knife campaign

THE mother of stabbing 
victim Christina Edkins 
urged people to hand in 
their weapons as she helped 
police unveil new knife am¬ 
nesty bins. 

The Halesowen school¬ 
girl’s parents Kathleen and 
Jason Harris spoke pub¬ 
licly for the first time since 
the 16-year-old’s death last 
year. She was stabbed on a 
bus in Birmingham while 
travelling to Leasowes High 
School. 

Her killer, mentally ill 
Phillip Simelane from Wal¬ 
sall, was sentenced to an in¬ 
determinate hospital order. 

Miss Edkins’ parents at¬ 
tended the launch of the 
knife surrender bin at Tesco 
Fiveways in Edgbaston, 
close to where the teenager 
died. 

Mrs Harris said: “I don’t 
think people realise the ef¬ 
fect that knife crime has on 
people. 

“It destroys not only the 
victim’s parents but their 
family and friends as well. 

“We can never have our 
Christina back but if this 
bin can even help one per¬ 
son to get rid of one knife, 
and save one life, then it will 
have been worthwhile.” 


Man dies 
20 years 
after van 
accident 

A MAN died from epilep¬ 
sy caused by a head injury 
which he received more 
than 20 years ago when he 
fell out of a van. 

Father-of-one Matthew 
Walden died at his home in 
Halesowen on June 29 after 
suffering an epileptic fit. An 
inquest heard how his epi¬ 
lepsy was caused by a seri¬ 
ous head injury in 1991. 

Mr Walden’s sister 
Amanda Walden told the 
hearing how she and her 
brother had been in a van 
being driven by a friend 
travelling in Lye after a 
party. As the van went 
around a corner, Mr Walden 
was thrown out of the van 
through a sliding door. 

Miss Walden said: “It is 
something I will never for¬ 
get.” The inquest, at Smeth¬ 
wick Coroner’s Court, also 
heard how the personality of 
the 43-year-old from Brett 
Young Close had changed 
after the incident. 

Miss Walden said: “He 
was very angry for a while. 
He was a lot better as he got 
older but he was quite ag¬ 
gressive.” 

Senior Black Country 
coroner Robin Balmain said 
Mr Walden had his first ep¬ 
ileptic fit a year after the 
accident. His sister told the 
inquest that over the past 
few years he ‘seemed to 
have more and more’. 

Mr Balmain recorded his 
death was due to epilepsy, 
following an accident.

Mother in 
false claims 
for benefits 
£30k fraud 

A MOTHER from Halesow¬ 
en who fiddled more than 
£30,000 in benefits has 
avoided an immediate jail 
term. 

Caroline Bennett told the 
Department of Work and 
Pensions she was living 
alone when she had a part¬ 
ner who was working as a 
bus driver, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

The 47-year-old, of How- 
ley Grange Road, had de¬ 
nied two charges of failing 
to notify the Department 
of a change in her circum¬ 
stances. But she was found 
guilty by a jury after a three 
day trial. She fraudulently 
obtained £30,640 in bene¬ 
fits. 

Mr Christopher O’Gor¬ 
man, defending, stressed 
the scam had not been ille¬ 
gal from the start, adding: 
“There were a number of 
difficulties in her personal 
life, difficulties she still 
struggles with.” 

Judge Helen Hughes told 
Bennett: “You received a 
large amount of money to 
which you were not entitled. 

“Things have been going 
on in your life you should 
have dealt with. I hope you 
have learned your lesson 
good and proper.” 

Bennett was handed a 
nine-month jail term sus¬ 
pended for two years. 

She was also placed on 
supervision for 12 months 
and ordered to carry out 
100 hours unpaid work in 
the community. 


Plans for 14 homes on 
former fire station site 


MOVES to demolish a former fire station - 
which residents campaigned to keep - and 
replace it with a an estate of 14 homes have 
taken a step forward. 

Halesowen Fire Station was earmarked for hous¬ 
ing after approval was given for the idea by Dudley 
Council in January last year. The station was closed 


down two years ago de¬ 
spite a campaign by the 
local community. 

Money from the sale will 
go towards the £3 million 
replacement station in Cra- 
dley Heath. 

Three-storey 

Horgan Homes has sub¬ 
mitted a planning appli¬ 
cation to knock down the 
empty building in Hagley 
Road and build 14 homes. 

Under the proposal 
lodged with Dudley Coun¬ 
cil, the firm says the estate 
would be made up of de¬ 
tached, semi-detached and 
three-storey homes. 

It claims the homes would 
result in a reduction of traf¬ 
fic compared to the station 
when it was open. It also 
says there will be no park¬ 
ing problems due to the 48 
off-street spaces being pro¬ 
vided. 

Halesowen South coun¬ 
cillor David Vickers said: 
“I think the local people 
would like anything to be 
done with it. The building 
has been left to rot at pres-

ent and we need action. I 
always had a problem with 
the moving of the fire sta¬ 
tion, people in Halesowen 
wanted the station to stay 
put but the move was passed 
and we’re now looking at a 
new station being built on 
our boundary.” 

The new station, which 
will open in August and will 
serve Halesowen and Cra- 
dley Heath, will be at the 
junction of Barrs Road and 
Halesowen Road on the site 
of a former municipal build¬ 
ing. It will be called Haden 
Cross Community Fire Sta¬ 
tion and will be a base for 44 
firefighters. 

Following the closure of 
Halesowen Fire Station, 
outline plans were submit¬ 
ted for 22 new houses but 
the plan was downsized fol¬ 
lowing pressure from local 
residents. More than 40 peo¬ 
ple signed a petition against 
the initial proposal. 


Community use call for civic building

Halesowen Council House 
has been empty since staff 
moved out in March. 

Community activist John 
Young wants to save the 
wood-panelled mayor’s of¬ 
fice for future use by the 
public. The empty build¬ 
ing, in Great Cornbow, was 
opened on June 30 for one 
hour to allow interested 
residents to view inside and 
submit ideas for future use 
of the listed 19th century 
building. 

Mr Young, aged 81, who 
organised the tour, said: 
“Around 30 people attended 
and there was a lot of inter¬ 
est. People who came along 
were pleased to see a part of 
their heritage.” 

The retired chartered 
engineer from Grange 
Hill added: “I have always 
wanted to have a room in 
Halesowen that could be 
used as a community space. 
The mayor’s parlour is sym¬ 
bolic of what Halesowen 
used to be like.” 

The campaigner fears the 
building could be sold to de¬ 
velopers.

Mrs Eustace, of Hednesford Road, 
Heath Hayes, said the Himley event 
was their third on the row having 


previously ran in Walsall and Telford. 
The group always chose a fancy dress 
theme, this year picking St Trinian’s 
outfits complete with hockey sticks. 

That proved useful for Sam who had 
to hobble around the course after sus¬ 
taining a foot injury. 

They were determined to complete 
the course to help raise more than £150. 

It had taken on special significance 
for Mrs Eutace’s family as her father 
Keith, 77, had recently received news 
he was clear of bowel cancer.

THERE are times I wonder if 
some of the Tories enjoy a good 
strike. 

It gives them the chance to 
remind the country of Labour’s 
reliance on the unions and try 
to get everyone to gang up on 
them. 

It’s our children who suffered 
the loss of a day’s precious ed¬ 
ucation, the critics say. It’s the 
hardworking (all the parties love 
that word) parents who had to 
make alternative arrangements. 
The unions say they’re doing 
this for everyone. The Tories say 
they’re hurting everyone. 

The taxpaying public are play¬ 
ing piggy in the middle while our 
kids’ education and future is in 
an emotional custody battle be¬ 
tween opposing ideologies. The 
unions make the valid point that 
it wasn’t lollipop ladies, bin men 
or social workers that caused 
the recession. 

Neither was it the children or 
the mums and dads who have 
been inconvenienced by a shut 
school or left with a full bin on 
the basis of a strike justified with 
turnouts as low as 20 per cent in 
some unions. 

Firefighters had a much bigger 
turnout for their ballot. 

But their own reasons for 
striking - particularly the con¬ 
cern over 60-year-old firefighters 
being expected to carry people 
out of burning buildings due to 
pension reforms - were swept 
up in a general wave of pub¬ 
lic sector discontent because 
everyone chose the same day 
to walk out. Everyone walking 
out at once might have grabbed 
the headlines, but it also let the 
Government to condemn them 
en masse rather than address 
the many and varied concerns 
each union has. 

Meanwhile Tory, Lib Dem and 
Labour MPs who either imposed 
miserable austerity on the coun¬ 
try or presided over years of 
unsustainable spending (debate 
those points among yourselves) 
were probably not too bothered 
by schools shutting. 

They earn more than double 
the national average salary. I 
can’t imagine any of them was 
particularly stretched by the ex¬ 
tra childcare costs. 

At least the Tories took a side, 
whether rightly or wrongly, in 
condemning the strike. 

Labour chose to neither sup¬ 
port nor condemn it officially 
even though its bread is but¬ 
tered by the unions and their 
donations. 

It’s a strange position to take 
because Labour owes its very 
existence to the trade union 
movement. 

I don’t see why Ed Miliband 
needs to appear so coy about it. 

He could do with working out 
exactly where he stands with 
public sector strikes so the un¬ 
ions know what they’re letting 
themselves in for if he becomes 
Prime Minister. 

As any ‘hardworking’ person 
affected by the walkouts will at¬ 
test, playing piggy in the middle 
is no fun at all.

Firm fined after boy's 
head was stuck in gate

A FIRM has been fined after 
an eight-year-old boy’s head 
got stuck in an automated 
school gate. 

Oliver Mincher was on his way out 
of Pedmore CE Primary School with 
his father on September 25, 2012, 
when the gate closed on him, causing 
bruising to his head and ear. 

Leicester-based Access Control Solu¬ 
tions Ltd has now been fined £3,300 
over the incident following a court 
hearing. 

At Dudley Crown Court last week 
Oliver’s father Dan Bansal described 
the incident as ‘dreadful’. He said: 
“You don’t send your children to 
school and expect them to be injured. I 
was shocked. He ran off in front of me 
and I called to him to tell him to wait, 
as past the gate is a public area. He 
stopped in the gateway to look at me. 
It hit his shoulder and before I knew 
where I was he was screaming at the 
top of his voice.” 

Mr Bansal said he had to use all of 
his force to try to get Oliver out of the 
gate. After a few seconds staff inside 
the school saw what was happening 
and pressed the release button. He 
added: “Oliver is OK now, he talks 
about it and it gives him nightmares 
sometimes.” 

Prosecuting solicitor Mrs Sarah 
Palfreyman, on behalf of the Health 
and Safety Executive, said there was 
no safety trip fitted to the gate despite 
this having been identified as a risk 

She said: “The guard they said 
would be fitted wasn’t fitted. The gate 
there wasn’t the gate they expected it 
to be, so the guard they had did not fit 
and no guard was fitted.” 

Speaking on behalf of the company, 
Mr Tom Panton said it was a matter 
of ‘absolute dismay’ that the company 
found itself in court. He said: “This 
has never happened before, nothing 
ever even remotely like it.” 


He explained that the intention had 
always been to fit the proper safety 
measures to the gate but that it was 
a “source of some embarrassment 
that the company can’t narrow down 
precisely why intention didn’t match 
reality””. 

Mr Panton also said the company 


has now checked the qualifications of 
its engineers, and sent all of them on 
a specialist course about automated 
systems, as well as ‘beefing up’ risk 
assessment and review procedures. 

Magistrates fined the company 
£3,300, and ordered it to pay court 
costs of £773.

CAITLIN Moran is at pains in 
the preface of her new nov¬ 
el to stress that it is a work 
of fiction, even though her 
hero Johanna — like Caitlin 
— comes from a large family 
on a Wolverhampton council 
estate and gets her big break 
writing for the music press. 

The early part of How To Build A Girl 
(Ebury, hardback, £14.99) reads like 
her flawed sit-com Raised By Wolves 
rather than the sparky, witty ladette 
feminism of her best-seller How To 
Be A Woman. It is actually her second 
novel having written published fantasy 
The Chronicles of Narmo when 15. 

She hits her stride in rude and rum¬ 
bustious, self-deprecating style and, 
like her best journalism, the frivolous 
fun has moments of insight. But if you 
have read her Wolverhampton memo¬ 
ries in her non-fiction, it is hard not to 
see character and author as one. 

William Boyd is the latest author 
to revive James Bond and he does a 
good job in Solo (Vintage, paperback, 
£7.99). This is Ian Fleming’s Bond rath¬ 
er than the movie versions. He drinks 
too much, smokes too much, eyes 
every attractive woman as a possible 
conquest, and has a cruel, vengeful 
streak. We meet Bond celebrating his 
45th birthday in 1969 with fine dining 
and wine at The Dorchester, reminisc¬ 
ing about his D-Day experiences. Boyd 
gives this adventure an agreeable retro 
feel as M sends 007 on a mission to a 
African civil war with oil revenues up for 
grabs. In a nice touch for devotees, the 
author adds a few tasty extras like the 
recipe for Bond’s favourite salad dress¬ 
ing, probably shaken not stirred.

Another resurrected sleuth this sum¬ 
mer is the aristocratic Peter Wimsey, 
who finds his elevation to a dukedom 
embroils him in a row between Oxford 
college academics in The Late Schol¬ 
ar (Hodder & Stoughton, paperback, 
£8.99). Things turn nasty when the 
squabble over an ancient manuscript 
leads to murder akin to one that fea¬ 
tured in a novel by his mystery writer 
wife Harriet. Jill Paton Walsh does Dor¬ 
othy L Sayers proud in this delightfully 
old fashioned whodunnit. 

Horror thriller The Girl With All The 
Gifts (Orbit, hardback, £12.99) is a 
tense and poignant post-apocalypse 
tale with a tender strand of maternal 
love at its heart. With sudden moments 
of gory violence, M R Carey (who 
writes for comics, including mighty 


How To Build A Girl published by Ebury 

Marvel) has created a real page-turn¬ 
er blending the best elements from 28 
Days Later and Let The Right One In. 
After a bleak and powerful beginning, 
the story of special little girl Melanie 
becomes a tale of survival on the road 
as a band of survivors aim for home 
through a English countryside where 
lurking dangers include terrifying zom¬ 
bie-like Hungries and lawless Junkers. 

Chiller The Voices (Pan, paperback, 
£7.99) recalls the long hot summer of 
1976. Author F R Tallis is clearly a fan¬ 
tasy fan, making one of his characters 
a composer with the BBC Radiophonic 
Workshop, referencing Hammer hor¬ 
ror and Star Wars. In this slow-burn¬ 
ing haunted house story a family find 
strange voices leaking through electri¬ 
cal devices in their big Victorian house.

House prices are 
ready to rocket up 

AVERAGE house prices in the West Midlands are on 
course to break the £200,000 barrier by the end of next 
year, says a new report. 

Officials say it is a sign of the increasing strength in 
the region’s economy with growth expected to almost 
double this year. 

Experts at leading accountancy firm PwC - formerly 
PricewaterhouseCoopers - say the recovery in the wider 
UK economy could see interest rates starting to rise as 
early as the end of this year. 

While that might cause a slight slowdown in the hous¬ 
ing market, as some families fear higher mortgage re¬ 
payments, PwC is still predicting average house prices 
in the West Midlands could hit £210,000 by the end of 
next year. They could rise as high as £256,000 by 2020 

It is a reflection of how the UK housing market has 
leapt back into life over the past 12 to 18 months with 
prices rising across the country. 

House prices are expected to rise eight per cent in the 
West Midlands this year, up from £184,000 at the end 
of 2013. 
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Council to 
make an 
additional 
£4mofcuts 


DUDLEY Council needs to make an extra £4 
million of cuts this year to balance its books. 

Finance bosses say the fresh cuts during the 2014/15 fi¬ 
nancial year will help them to deal with a greater shortfall 
in funding during the following three years. 

Councillor Stuart Turner, cabinet member for finance, 
said “We are facing the deepest cuts to the council’s budget 
in living memory. 

“To manage this difficult situation as prudently as pos¬ 


sible we are bringing for¬ 
ward planned cuts into this 
financial year. This protects 
council reserves and leaves 
us in a stronger position 
going forward.” 

Some of the savings will 
be made by restructuring 
departments and increasing 
burial fees, which was ap¬ 
proved in April. 

Bankrupt 

The council needs to save 
£30m over the next three 
years with 27 compulsory 
and 72 voluntary redundan¬ 
cies planned for this year. It 
follows the loss of 621 jobs 
from the council over the 
previous three years. 

The council says the drop 
in Government funding 
had not been as bad as first 
feared. 

Council leader David 
Sparks said: “The situation 
is at Dudley by 2016 we 
will have a gap of £30.2mil- 
lion between income and 
expenditure. We therefore 
have to take corrective 
action because we are de¬ 
termined we will not go 
bankrupt. 

“We have had a exercise 
of looking at activities of 
council to see where we can 
make further savings. We 
have identified four million

pounds out of this. It is 
from across the board at the 
council.” 

The budget approved in 
March resulted in a council 
tax freeze, which resulted in 
a £l.lm Government grant. 

Rates for properties will 
remain the same with band 
D homes paying £1,272.67. 

Cuts already identified 
include cuts to street clean¬ 
ing, which will see residents 
being encouraged to hold 
their own litter picks, and 
plans to shorten the collec¬ 
tion period for green waste 
to save £100,000. 

The management of King- 
swinford’s Broadfield House 
Glass Museum could be 
transferred to a third party 
in a bid to trim £170,000 by 
2015/16. There are propos¬ 
als to save up to £581,000 by 
reducing road construction 
and resurfacing. 

Councillor Patrick Har¬ 
ley, leader of the council’s 
Conservatives, said: “In one 
breath the Labour council 
is telling us they are finan¬ 
cially better off than they 
had predicated and yet de¬ 
cide to bring forward £4m 
worth of additional cuts. 
This is completely bizarre.” 


Taxpayers paying out 
convict compensation 

TAXPAYERS are paying out £138,000 a year in compensa¬ 
tion to convicted criminals attacked in prison - sparking 
anger from a Black Country MP who unearthed the figure. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin has received figures from 
Parliament which show settlements for victims of jail as¬ 
saults over the past four years came to a total £552,000. 

Notable awards include Milly Dowler’s killer Levi Bell- 
field, who received £4,500 in April following an assault. 
Others to receive money include Moors murderer Ian 
Brady and Soham murderer Ian Huntley. These figures 
come after reports of overcrowded and under-staffed pris¬ 
ons coincided with a 25 per cent rise in the number of as¬ 
saults in jail. Mr Austin said: “Decent law-abiding families 
will be shocked to discover services they rely on are being 
cut back and families are being hit with the bedroom tax, 
while the Government is letting compensation for crimi¬ 
nals go up every year.”

Art of war in an 
animated story 


GAMES 


WAR business is good busi¬ 
ness for the games industry 
with many of the best selling 
titles being designed for arm¬ 
chair commandos but two 
new titles are a little different 
from the typical Battlefield 
and Call of Duty franchises. 

Valiant Hearts: The Great War 
(for most formats) is an animated 
comic book style side-scrolling 
adventure, blending puzzles and 
action, that follows the fate of 
several characters and a faithful 
hound during the First World War. 

Destinies cross as a German soldier 
attempts to be reunited with his French 
wife, his father-in-law swaps life on the 
farm for the French army and a Belgian 
nurse does her best to save lives. 

Emotion 

Beautifully illustrated by Ubisoft’s 
team in Montpellier, this is a compel¬ 
ling game that also teaches players 
about the 1914-18 conflict and actually 
becomes quite poignant. Emotion in a 
video game?! Think of Valiant Flearts as 
the gaming equivalent of that moment 
when the laughter stopped in Blackad- 
der Goes Forth as our favourite comic 
characters went over the top to their 
collective doom. 

Enemy Front stands out from the 
plethora of first-person shooters set 
in the Second World War because it 
chooses theatres of war, such as Po¬ 
land and Norway, seldom explored by 
mainstream war games. 

It opens with intense action during 
the Warsaw Uprising when the Polish 
resistance tried to drive the Nazis out 
of their capital city by throwing up bar¬ 
ricades and using the sewers to launch 
surprise attacks. You play American

journalist Robert Hawkins, a war cor¬ 
respondent who has abandoned any 
idea of impartiality as he joins the 
struggle against Nazi Germany. 

Missions require stealth interspersed 
with gun-blazing action which gives 
this game its adult rating. Whilst the 
game play doesn’t bring anything 
particularly new, the superbly realised 
settings from Poland’s Cl Games are 
impressive. If you like Sniper Elite III, 
it’s worth checking this out and it is 
available for all major platforms. 

If you prefer a wild flight of fancy, 
look no further than One Piece Unlim¬ 
ited World Red, the sort of mind-bog¬ 
gling adventure that no one does better 
than the Japanese. From Bandai Nam- 
co and based on the popular ‘straw 
hat’ manga (comics) created by Eiichi- 
ro Oda, this inhabits a bizarre world 
of monsters, heroes with incredible 
powers and heroines with chests that 
would rival Dolly Parton. 

There is a Battle Coliseum mode for 
those who want to head straight to the 
battles with boss villains, or follow the 
story narrative as the Straw Hat Pi¬ 
rates, including a cute but deadly ra¬ 


coon named Pato, explore Forgotten 
Island and take on the Red Count. 

One Piece is a weird, dazzling, 
fast-moving game with vibrant visuals. 
But for some the lack of an English dub 
(it’s in Japanese with subtitles) may be 
a distraction and the absence of an 
online mode will put some potential 
players off. It is available for PS3, Vita, 
Wii U and 3DS and has a 12 plus cer¬ 
tificate. 

Gentlemen (and ladies), start your 
engines because the biggest and best 
motor sport games of the year has ar¬ 
rived in GRID Autosport (PS3, X360, 
PC), a slickly realised title from Code¬ 
master that will fast become a favour¬ 
ite with console petrolheads. You can 
choose from a huge number of cars, 
hot hatches to FI, street and track cir¬ 
cuits at 22 locations around the world, 
and five racing styles. Then there are a 
host of options to form Racing Clubs 
via the RaceNet powered multiplayer, 
party modes, demolition derby and 
head to head split-screen races to en¬ 
hance the online experience.

President is key to deal that 
will help fraudster's victims 


A FRAUDSTER who duped property 
owners out of more than £150,000 
has been given one final chance to 
pay back his victims but it depends 
on a deal being approved by Nige¬ 
ria’s President Goodluck Jonathan 

Mark Ware, aged 50, targeted homeowners, 
including in Hagley, as part of his fraud which 
involved a total of £157,995. Customers com¬ 
plaints to Central England Tradings Standards 
after handing over money for building projects 
that were not completed. 


Having initially denied two counts of fraud¬ 
ulent trading and three counts of VAT fraud, 
Ware admitted the offences after a trial got un¬ 
derway in April. 

Birmingham Crown Court was told last month 
that Ware was negotiating a multi-million pound 
contract to be signed by President of Nigeria 
Goodluck Jonathan. 

Last week Judge Mary Stacey delayed sen¬ 
tencing Ware, of Newick Avenue, Sutton Cold¬ 
field, after being told he was still to receive cash 
from the contract. A previous hearing was told 
that Ware had clinched a deal with the Nigerian 


Government worth £335 million to supply solar 
panels. Ware could earn £2m. 

Mr Martin Butterworth, defending, said de¬ 
spite a contract being signed by an ‘intermedi¬ 
ary company’, the first stage of payment had not 
been received. He said: “I am seeking further 
opportunity for Mr Ware to make payment to 
those who have lost by being given a further op¬ 
portunity to receive the initial payment. The al¬ 
ternative will be he will go into custody, lose his 
job, the injured parties will not get their money.” 

Judge Stacey adjourned sentencing to Septem¬ 
ber 2.

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Big year

Most of us know someone who 
has celebrated their silver, or 
even golden wedding: after all, 
25 years or even 50 is some¬ 
thing of a big deal these days. 

But 44 years? Well that only makes 
sense if you’re a maker of 4x4 cars, 
and it’s 44 years since you made the 
first one. Like Suzuki, for example. 

And it’s an auspicious year for the rel¬ 
atively small Japanese company which is 
celebrating sales up by 17 per cent this 
year, putting it in the top 20 of the British 
car market for the first time ever. 

Its first 4x4 was the LJ10 (never officially 
sold here) but it was in 1988 with the arrival 
of the first Vitara that Suzuki’s reputation 
for value for money all-wheel drive cars 
was really established. 

The compact 4x4 was cheap and cheer¬ 
ful by SUV standards, but still highly com¬ 
petent and, nearly three decades and 
many upgrades later, it remains popular 
with those who want all-weather ability 
without the size and expense of one of the 
lorry-like 4x4s. 

The bad news is that the Vitara’s story 
ends next year, but it will be replaced by 
a Nissan Juke-sized model currently code- 
named the IV-4. 

At around the same time, Suzuki’s baby, 
the Alto, and its slightly bigger sibling the 
Splash, are also being replaced by the all- 
new Celerio. 

Few details of the IV-4 have yet been 
released: for instance which all-wheel 
drive system it will use as Suzuki, unique¬ 
ly, has several. This, says the company, is 


because it designs the system to suit the 
car and the sort of tasks it is expected to 
perform. 

One version of the Swift hatchback, for 
example, uses a viscous coupling which 
you don’t even need to think about. It acts 
automatically, feeding power to the rear 
wheels virtually instantly if the front wheels 
start to slip. 

It weighs just 65kg and is ideally suited 
to a 1.2-litre car as it performs its role of 
keeping you safer on slippery roads (or the 
odd foray onto field or rough track) without 
sapping much of the 94PS of power. That 
means little sacrifice in terms of fuel con¬ 
sumption of performance. 

At prices from £14,159, it only has one 
real competitor, a version of Fiat’s Panda, 
and you can’t get the all-weather advan¬ 
tages of all wheel drive for as little money, 
or as cheap to run. 

Serious 

Its average fuel consumption is 51.3g/ 
km, with C02 emissions of 126g/km (10g/ 
km higher than the two-wheel drive Swift) 
and a low insurance rating of group 11E. 
The 0 to 62mph sprint takes 13.4 seconds. 

The Swift 4x4 sits 25mm higher on its 
suspension than its standard stablemate 
with metal deflector plates front and rear, 
recognising that some people will buy this 
car because they do actually need to use it 
on rough tracks, 

If you’re really serious about playing it 
rough, Suzuki’s workhorse (or is that work 
pony?) is the Jimny, which uses much 
more traditional four-wheel drive systems 
but with an economical 1.3-litre engine. 

Apart from beefy suspension and switch- 
able two/four-wheel drive the Jimny’s go 
anywhere ability is down to its low-range

gearbox - something few rivals short of the 
much bigger, much more expensive SUVs 
can boast. 

At £11,995 it’s even a viable alternative 
to a big quadbike for farmers and other 
country dwellers and much cheaper to 
run than a 4WD SUV or pickup - and you 
still get home comforts such as air condi¬ 
tioning, a CD player, electric windows and 
airbags. 

Suzuki’s latest all wheel drive cars are 
the top versions of the SX4 S-Cross, with 
both 1.6 petrol and diesel options. It has 


a new ‘ALLGRIP’ system with four modes: 
auto, snow, sport and lock. At prices from 
£21,459 to £23,549, the S-Cross is a well- 
equipped and roomy competitor to some 
of the chunky-looking SUVs which don’t 
have its all-surface abilities. 

Suzuki isn’t by any means a huge player 
in the global car industry, and has always 
prides itself on the packaging of small 
cars. It is also the one company which of¬ 
fers such a wide range of cars with the re¬ 
assurance of four-wheel drive in affordable 
packages. 



With a standout design and an outstanding price, 
you really must see the Swift.

Lescott - that was so we could have four 
centre-backs that I feel comfortable with. 

“And right now we have four cen¬ 
tre-backs I am comfortable with. I’m not 
wanting to lose any of those centre-backs. 
Craig is on the way up. He’s played for Eng¬ 
land under-21s, he’s 24-years-old and he’s 
not a player we want to lose.” 

“I think he will stay with us. He’s going 
with us to the States and it’ll take a very 
good bid for anyone to make the club accept 
it. He is an important player for us and if 


we were to lose Craig we would need to re¬ 
place him because we would need another 
up-and-coming centre-half who has played 
in the Premier League and I’m not sure 
where you find those.”
